Scarcely a fouthern mail arrives, that 
docs not bring an account of fome new in- 
fult offered to our commerce by the Britifh 
frigates which have, for fome time, been 
lying off the harbor of New-York. They 
fire at, aud bring to,, American veffels 
bound in or out—overhaul their papers, 
imprefs their men, and, in fome inftances, 
put a prizeemafter on board, and order 
them for Halifax. The following fpirited 
remarks on this fubjeft, are from the Eve. 
ning Poft :— , 

‘ A difpute has been carrying on in fome 
of our morning papers about the precife 
diltance from the fhore that thefe outrages 
have been committed, one fide contending 
it was within a league, the other that it was 
not: This difpute feems to have arifen 
from a fuppofition that it depended on the 
diftance from the fhore whether the pro- 
ceedings on the part of the Britith were 
correct or not ; a /uppofttion altogether 
We hold the law 
ftriéily to be— 

‘Firlt, That no fhips or veffels of war 
may lie in wait for, nor take means.to 
icarn what enemy’s veflels are expe&tedito 
arrive ; and ia cafe they fhould difeover

ever pretext, or of difturbing the free and 
fecure approach of any veifeis whatever to 
our port, isa flagrant infringement upon 
our national fovereignty, and a grofs vio- 
Jation of the acknowledged law of na- 
tions. For this attack upon the rights of 
our citizens, this indignity to the flate and 
country, we have a claim on thofe to 
whom the national adminiftration is com- 
mitted.—It is a high handed wrong, de- 
manding {peedy and adequate redrefs. 
Next tothe late affair of the Cambrian, 
this tranfa€tion is the moft difrefpetful, 
and contemptuous that we have yet witnef- 
fed, and, in point of aQlual injury, is far 
beyond it. And sow the only queftion is, 
what will be the conduét of our govern- 
ment ? Judging from what has lately hap- 
pened in another quarter, we may eafily 
prediét what it will be.

AVING heard much complaint 
among ihe farmers, and others, of the 
defiru€lion of their growing wheat by the 
Heffian Fly—and fome from the rufé or 
blight, as they fuppofe, by the eatterly 
wind ; I was led to examine my own fields, 
and endeavour to difcover the caufe of the 
yellow and rufty appearance of my own 
wheat; particluarly a {mall field ot {pring 
wheat, which at en early period, made a 
good fhew of being a fine crop; but 
which, all at once—or at leaft ina very 
few days, feemed wholly to droop and put 
on the fame fickfy hue which I had previ- 
oufly obferved to the caftward of Albany, 
and alfo in the county of Montgomery.— 
I had never feen the Heffian fly, but had 
generally underflood that its firft appear- 
ance was that of a fimall while maggot in 
the flalk of the grain, about the firft and 
Jfecond jornt, end that the flalks, intefled 
with the fly, or rather maggot, would 
éafily be *puiled afunder, Examinin 
fome flalks-of my fpring wheat, and find- 


ing them peifeéily found, and not to be | 


feparated, except by cutting them with 
a Knife, and at the fame time obferving a 
yellow dufl'or ruft on the decayed leaves, 
I haRilyconctuded that the defeé in the 

Tain wes not owing to the Hefian fly ; 
BS to a mildew’, Which had cavfed the 
flalks and deave’ to grow mufly and perifh. 
But eccidentally obferving that the roots 
of all the faiks which | had -pulled up, 
appeared, dead and guite decayed like 
overrotted fax, ] was led to exemine them 
with more ettention, when I found a num. 
ber Of veryifmall while worms, extremely 
fine, and very Lig iy, which 1 underftand 
is never:the cafe, with the Tleflian fly. — 
But of this circumfance (:efpeGing the

| foremof; although evidently different as 


to the form of the head from the other 
extremity——what I fuppofe the head being 
longer, and of ared colour—The body of 
fome was nearly as white aS a maggot in 
new cheeles—others of the pale green co- 
lour of the ftalk of wheat. In the roots 
of thofe ftalks, moft decayed, there were 
‘infeéts ina quet or dead flate, or more 
properly fpeaking, in a flate of abfolute 
| reft, and of the colour of a ripe flax feed, 
though not of that fhape—they were rourd- 
er and longer; but in no inftance as long 
as the live worm. I take this to be the 
\fecond flate of this deftrulive infeh— 
'and that the third flate is probably a fly. 
The chry/alis or firft remove from a worm, 
is not lodged in the flalk of the grain, 
but amongft the roots, or in the firft in- 
fertion of the leaves adjoining the root. 
The deflru€tion of the grain appears ow- 
ing to the ravages of the wormon the fine 


the earth, and the reafon that fo few are 
found in pulling up the wheat and examin- 
ing the ftalks, 1 imagine, is owing to the 
worm’s being concealed by the dirt acher- 
ing to the roots, and their being fheken 
off with the dirt before the roots are ex- 
amined. I am led to believe that this is a 
new fpecies of worm, as it has made a 
'more complete deftru€tion of the /pring 
|wheat than the winter wheat. IJ have al- 
'ways underftood that the Heffian fiy was 
/produced from eggs laid im the young 
fhoots of wheat im the yal/—and that 
wheat late lowed, and on highly manured 
lands, always efcapes their ravages. By 
the way I would obferve that fome of 
thefe worms»were difcovered in my winter 
'wheat, which was very late fown—but 
My {pring 
| wheat was fown partly on iand, laft fea- 
'fon in corn and potatoes, and was but an 
indifferent foi!—the reft in a {mall ad. 
| joining field which had been one year in 
| grafs, and was this {pring broken up in or-

manders to feize the firft opportunity of 
putting to fea, and coute gut coute, land 
in England as many troops as poffible, fo 
that betore the coronation ceremony, an 
inavfion and viétory may be announced. 

* Qur Breft fleet is nearly as numerous, 


and the Texe! fleet not much inferior, to | 
hn ; lo -adi OA e \ b nch, use ‘ ¢ ’ 
the Englifh blockading fleet ; but both in |] as themfelves, and materially embarraffed 
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fhips containing pickedand defperate crews, 
called enfans perdus, whoas an advanced 
guard, areto try tocreate contufion among 
their enemies, by, boarding &c. ; and by 
it permit the remainder of their fleets and 
transports to efcape, and to land their troops 
in England. ‘Every man ot thele crews, 
who furvives, is to be created a member 
of the Legion ot Honor, and to recieve a 
pention.

** According to what I have heard in 
converfation with the French naval and 
military officers, che Brett fleet is intended 
to invade the weft; the Texel fleet the eaft ;

land. As to Ireland, they faid, it would 
fall of itfelf, if they were vittorious in 
Great Britain. 

‘© Thefe particulars are no fecret here, 
but talked of in our firft and belt informed 
focieties.”” 

Private accounts from Paris of the 10th 
ftate, that goo men of the Imperial Guards 
had preceded Bonaparte to the coaft. 
They add, that between the 21ft May and 
the 7th June, upwards of 200 veffels 
fome of them with troops, entered Bou- 
logne, from Flufhing, Oftend, Havre, &c. 

All our accounts trom the Continent 
concur in flating, that the long menaced 
Invafion is onthe eve of being attempted. 
Our letters from Holland during the 
week, flate that the encampment in the 
neighbourhood of Beverwick had broken 
up for the purpofe of embarking, and 
that all the forces in North Holland were 
moving towards the Helder, for like pur- 
pofe. 

The circumftance, however, which, 
more than any other convinces us that the 
enemy are about to engage in fome naval 
enterprize, is, that the crews of all French 
privateers are imprefled immediately on 
their return to port, and fent to man the 
national marine ; fo general and fo urgent 
is the order of this fubjeé&t, that the fa- 
mous privateer, the Blonde, which made 
greater devaftation in our commerce, than 
any other of the enemy’s cruizers, has been 
{tripped of all her hands ; and we learn, 
bya letter which we yelterday received 
from the Phaenix frigate, that fhe is laid 
upin Paffage, near Bayonne. There are 
four other privateers, fimilarly circum. 
ftanced, at this latter port, and from thence 
to Bordeaux, upwards of twenty. It is 
not probable that the government would 
forego the advantages refulting from the 
a¢tive occupation of thefe cruizers, it 
theirferviceswere not required for objeéls 
of more importance ; or that they would 
be prematurely taken from a_ condition, 
'n which they enriched the country as we!|

His 
1emonftrance, which we infert this day 
with pleafure, as it affords a proot of zeal 
and {pirit, contrafted with the apathy and 
pufillanimity of other powers, is more

The injury is more fully mfift- 
ed upon, and its probable confequences 
more clearly exhibited. Nothing can be 
mcre lucid, or more juft, than his flate- 
ment of the neceflity ‘* of relieving all 
the governments of Europe from the alarm 
which this aét has occafioned, and of put- 
ting an end to an order of things fo dange- 
rous to their fafety and independence.” — 
Inthis public and full reproof of a foul and 
atrocious aflaflination, every feeling man 
muft rejoice. It will tend to win the o- 
ptnions of thofe powers in favor of Eng- 
land, whom perkaps, other means might 
fail to conciliate. But we look to nothing 
more at prefent from the interference of
